from Advertising—Some Prac- 


tical Suggestions.

I am pleased to take advantage of the 


opportunity to offer some suggestions 
that may be of value to retail implement 
dealers in the matter of advertising in 
local papers. I assure you that, to the 
extent of my ability, I am ever ready to 
assist the dealers and if through the 
courtesy of the Earm Implement News 
I am able to aid them, I am content. 


To come at once to our subject, in the 


writer's opinion most local dealers are 
apt to thick that the people in their im- 
mediate vicinity are fully aware of " the 
kind of goods they handle, forgetting 
that the public is not as much interest- 
ed in their business as they themselves 
are. 
In fact, not one-half of the com- 


munity are at all acquainted with their 
line and that same'half do not know, for 
example, that their dealer, John Smith, 
is selling disk harrows as well as peg 
spring tooth harrows, and, not knowing 
this, the buyer has bought His disk har- 
•ow elsewhere, and Smith wonders why 
he did not make the sale. 


Space in local papers is not expensive 


ind a reasonable amount of this space, 
f well used, is a paying investment. 
.The dealer at once asks: How will we 
ise this space well? My answer is: Tell 
jriefly and honestly the merits of your 
line of implements; do not say" too 
much* fearing you will not get your 
money's worth; but be brief. 
After 


writing out what you want to say, cut 
it down and down until nothing remains 
but solid facts; no foam, no fake. An 
extravagant statement 
will throw a 


doubtful light on your entire advertise, 
ment, no matter how true the rest may 
be; nor does the public like a fake ad- 
vertisement any better than it does fake 
goods.

tions of any implements'.you 
are men- 


tioning, be sure and do so.

appeal to men as truly as they do to

Manila, June {3.—Gen. MacArthur 


will formally announce President Me- 
Kin ley's order of amnesty. Bueneam- 
ino Paterno and other prominent Fil- 
ipino leaders are greatly pleased, as 
they believe ' that under the amnesty 
•they can bring about the surrender of 
Aguinaldo, who, they declare, is ready 
and willing to consider the peace plat- 
form adopted by the Filipiino leaders, 
with a few insignificant exceptions. 
Several meetings of the leaders were 
held(quietly in Manila last week. They 
are encouraged by the, progress they 
are making with the natives and the 
authorities here. An important meet- 
ing will he held, at which the amnes- 
ty decree'will be read. It is the con- 
sensus of opinion of the foreigners, the 
better class of the Filipinos and the 
Spaniards that Aguinaldo will be in- 
Manila shortly as the result of the de- 
cree and of the negotiations of the 
Buencamino party. 


Preparations 
are being made at 


Cavite to move'a majority of the ma- 
rines to China in the event that de- 
velopmens there require them. 


Washington, ..June 
21.—Secretary 


Root said that the text of the amnesty 
proclamation would be published in 
Manila and Washington simultaneous- 
ly. It would be issued by Gen. Mac- 
Arthur by direction of the president. 
The proclamation gives a free pardon 
to. all Filipinos who have participated 
in the rebellion against 
the United 


States, the only condition being that 
they ake he oah of allegiance and ac- 
knowledge the sovereignty of the Unit- 
ed States government. It excludes no 
one except those who have violated the 
laws of war. The proclamation will go 
into effect immediately. The time, con- 
sidering the facil'ities. for communica- 
tion in the islands, for acceptance of 
the amnesty proclamation by those still 
in rebellion is limited, being only thirty 
or sxity clays. 


The issuance of the amnesty proc- 


lamation will mark a distinct advance, 
in the progress of the arms of. the 
United States'in the restoration of or- 
der in the Philippines. The situation 
has been steadily improving in those 
islands for some 
time, and 
it 
is 


thought that the time is opportune for 
pardon to all those Filipinos who have 
borne arms against the authority of 
the United States, and have not used 
their hostility as a mere 
cloak for 


the commission of robbery, murder 
and other crimes. Tt is confidently be- 
lieved the result of the proclamation 
will be a generftl submission by those 
Filipino leaders who have not yet 
given in their adhesion to the control 
of the islands by the United States.
